“An interview with Dr. George 
Badger, of Tallahassee, Fia.. who was 
one of the survivors of the terrible Bien- 
ville disaster, developed the following 
facts: “The Dienville was chartered 
for one trip by the Pacific Mail Steam 
ship Company, to run between New 
York and Aspinwall. She was formerly 
on the line between New York and 
New Orleans, The number of passen— 
gers and crew by the #ienville was one 
hundred and twenty-seven. 

* The full reports of the disaster have 
been already published, but Dr. Badger 
adds his testimony to the promptness 
and efficiency of the officers of the ves- 
sel, in keeping order, and in doing their 
utmost to preserve the lives of the pas- 
sengers and crew. 

* On the fire being discovered prompt 
action was taken to suppress the same, 
but all efforts were in vain.

O°CONOR WILL NOT STAND. 


Charles O’Conor positively and un- 
conditionally declines the Louisville 
nomination, so unceremoniously and 
rudely thrust upon him. | 
Our editonal yesterday morning, based 
on the noon dispatches, commented on 
the bursting of the Louisville bubble, 
but the telegrams were not sufficiently 
explicit then to justify us in forming an 
opinion on the cause of the collapse and ; 
the reason of the refusal to make another 
nomination in licu of that of O’Conor. 

We reccived the explanation, however, 
when the midnight dispatches came to 
hand. 

The following from John Quincy 
Adams to Blanton Dusean, threw aflood 
of light on the strange proceedings of 
the Convention: 

“Quincy, Mass., Sept. 9. 

To Col. Blanton Duncan, Louisville: 
I will gladly serve as Vice President 


with O’Conor, but will accept nothing 
else. O’Conor must positively stand. 


(Signed 


Mr. Adams says, “O’Conor must 
positively stand,” but O’Conor says 
positively that he will not stand. 

Mr. Adams very modestly says he will 
“gladly serve as Vice President with 
O’Conor.” Mr. Adams doubtless means 
he will allow the use of his name to the 
disorganizers for the second place on 
the Presidential ticket. The idea of 
his serving as Vice-President with 
O’Conor is too rich a joke to be meant 
in earnest. 

There is no prospect that the O’Conor- 
Adams ticket would carry a single 
Township in a single County in a 
single State in the Union. 

“ Will gladly serve as Vice President.” 
We do not doubt that in the least. Mr. 
Adams’ recent political tergiverations 
show that he has been struck with a 
kind of political infatuation, not at all 
in keeping with his previous reputation 
for practical common sense and patriot- 
ism. 

But the saddest of all to the hopes 
of the Duncanites is, Mr. O’Conor will 
not stand. He unconditionally declines 
their candidacy. He will not allow his 
name to be used. 

This determination of his gave rise 
t> much confusion and disorder in the 
meeting, when the dispatch was read. 

The Straight Outers were sorely put 
back. They were in a painful dilemma. 
Mr. Adams could possibly have secured 
the nomination for President after 
O’Conor’s declination, but this is by no 
means certain. One of the delegates 
from Ohio said that Adams was not a 
Democrat. Adams’ telegram that he 
would accept nothing but the Vice 
Presidency added greatly to the embar- 
rassment of the Convention, and that 
body se:med to be entirely at sea. 

Afterwards, a resolution was passed 
that it was the sense of the Convention 
that O’Conor and Adams having been 
unanimously nominated, no other nom- 
ination would be made in their stead, 
and “that the Democratic party will 
give them in any event an undivided 
support.” 

This is an open confession o/ failure. 
This is an acknowledgement of defeat. 
This is a quasi-abandonment of the 
Straight-Out farce’ 

O’Conor says he will nof accept. He 
withdraws his name. He is not a can- 
didate and will not be. 

Mr. O’Conor has in the most positive 
manner objected to his name being 
used at all, and the action of the Con- 
vention in adjourning without making 
another nomination’ makes the affair 
more farcical than ever. 

What Adams will do now, we do not 
know, but it strikes us he will tollow 
the example of O’Conor, and withdraw 
his name as a candidate for the Vice 
Presidency. He agrees to stand with 
O’Conor. But O’Conor himself will not 
stand. 

The ticket is thus left decapitated, 
leaving Adams in a singular and unex- 
pected role. 

The Convention which met at Louis- 
ville has adjourned sine die, in confu- 
sion and disgust. There is no prospect 
that it will ever meet again. 

There is nothing left for Adams to 
do but to quit the field also. He cer- 
tainly cannot run alone. His right 
bower, O’Conor, has deserted. We are 
sorry for Adams. He is in a pitiable 
condition. His Convention is defunct. 
His chief refuses most positively to lead. 
He stands before the country a candi- 
date for Vice-Preaident—with no col- 
league to head his ticket.

It has 
Lut one town (Clinten), a collection of 
frame stores grouped about the Court- 
house square, and surrounded by the 
dwellings of between six and seven lun- 
dred people, white and black, who make 
up its entire population. It has no news- 
paper, po public means of conveyance 
'o counect it with the balance of the 
world, and but asemi-weekly mail, The 
soli of the county is light and sandy, 
ike that of the entire eastern portion of 
‘his State, @nd, where it bas not been 
worn out, or where abundant fertilizers 
ale used, produces good crops of cotton, 
corn, sweet potatoes, &e. Turpentine, 
once produced in considerable quanti- 
ties iu Sampson, is now a crop of com- 
paratively little importance, most of the 
trecs having cither been cut down or 
worked out. The county is pretty
